Novel Incubator. 
Captain Bryant has an inventive 
original turn o f mind and the thought 
occurred to him a few week* ago that 
the heat generated by a hive of bees 
mig lit be used to batell eggs. 
So he 
tacked a piece of linen across the in­ 
side o f the 
bee hive, 
immediately 
above the bec*, and oil tin* lie placed 
raw cotton and deposited nineteen 
Indian Runner duck egg* in the lice 
“incubator.” 
The egg* were covered 
with more cotton and that with a 
piece o f deer-skin with the hair left 
on, and over that a board was placed 
so that all the heat generated by the 
bees would be retained in tin* cotton. 
In due time the eggs began hatching 
and up to date ten lusty ducklings 
have been lifted out o f their cotton 
nest. 
Gin* of’ the bee-hatched duck­ 
lings has a well-developed third leg 
dangling from the upper rear part of 
its body. The eggs were secured from 
the Bradt Indian Runner Duck farm. 
Mrs. Bradt insist* that 
the three- 
legged freak is not due to the strain 
o f poultry but to the baby duck’s in­ 
stinctive desire for more legs to make 
Iii* early escape from the neighbor­ 
hood of the bees.

Mrs. H a te Doyle, W h o Got V otes For 
the H a rrisons, Dead,

as Chicago’s foremost woman

tician through her activities in behalf 
of the members of the Harrison fami­ 
ly In their political campaigns since 
the father of the present mayor elect 
was a candidate for congress in 1873.
